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Dolerus megapterus Cameron (Hymenoptera: Tenthredinidae) in Southern Britain. 

A male sawfly collected in carr woodland adjacent to the Kennet & Avon canal at 
Burghfield Bridge, Berkshire (SU6770) on 17.vi.03 was identified as Dolerus 
megapterus , which according to Benson (1958) is associated with Cyperaceae. With 
several records from northern Scotland, and also found in the Manchester area of 
England.
